The preparation for the McOill Y. M. 
C. A. work for the coming session was 
very fittingly begun ut the Fo,l) Con- 
ference yesterday. The first session 
was held at 4.15 in Room A, and wus 
a very well attended and most en- 
thusiastic meeting, 

Jlr. Calhoun, the head of the Metro- 
politan Hoard for the city, and gen- 
eral secretary of the Central Y. M. C. 
A., opened the conference with devo- 
tional exercises. His talk wus a very 
helpful and uplifting one, on the part 
the seemingly small and insignificant 
things play in our life and character. 

Much of our work seems to be fruit- 
less, said the speaker. Now, our work 
should be fruitful, and therefore we 
must find the way to make it so. We 

I know that in raising fruits from seeds 
or planta the fruit is in the seed or 
the plant itself, and all we have to do 

If 
We are to attain our objective this year 
we must practise these three — work, 
thought and prayer. Our work Is est-

plish ti . n. i. iiui above all, we mu -t 

I ive I he power of prayer. 

Mr. E, A. Corbett spoke of the two- 
fold objective of the conference. "We 
meet here first, for outlining our work 
for the coming year, as it will he car- 
ried through the different departments 
■ it the association, und secondly we 
meet in order to become more con- 
scious of our united strength and un- 
dertake the work of the year with 
the realization of the grentness of our 
duty und the presence of the Master 
amongst us." 

U. II. Heslam. of Arts '15, gave his 
Impressions of the Northfield Confer- 
ence, which was held in June, and at- 
tended by ten McGill men. 

The locution of Northfield he de. 
scribed as ideal, and the meetings as 
simply wonderful. 

Ross WlggS, Archlt. 'ÏO, described 
the classes und the sports at North- 
field. 

L. H. Derrer, Sci. '16, chuirmun of 
the Conference, stated the purpose of 
the Y. M . C. A. for 1916-17. "We in. 
tend to concentrate our best efforts 
on Bible Study this year." the Y. M. 
C. A. President said. "The primary 
purpose of Bible Study is to bring 
students to know Jesus Christ, and to 
attain this purpose we must promote 
our daily devotional study." 

We intend to nrrange for a speaker 
to give a series of talks this year. We 
have also decided to have a monthly 
Sunday afternoon meeting, und also 
to hold a students' service In one of 
the central city Churches monthly. 

Ilev. W. W. Crnig. rector of St! 
Martin's Church, addressed the con- 
ference on "How to nttain our Pur- 
pose." 1 will direct your attention, he 
said, to a simple and yet magnificent 
phrase which appears in the Third 
Chapter of 1st Corinthians, "We are 
labourers together with Cod." The idea 
suggested by this Is the Idea of voli- 
tional service; service is especially 
the volitional problem. What our ser- 
vice needs Is to be emancipated by big 
conceptions. "The bible Is the book of 
big conceptions." "We are co-workers 
with God," Is a tremendous concep- 
tion. This Implies the Idea that we 
are here to help God. 

Secondly, the Bible presents > s with 
the great Ideal of life." The did me- 
chanical Ideas of the last generation, 
SO strong, ure vanishing, and we are 
realizing more fully the reality and 
glory of this idea." Our idea should 
be to bring men unto the likeness of 
Jesus. We can attain this end by in- 
termediate steps and every little ser- 
vice we do brings us neurer to our 
goal. Thirdly, we need patience. By 
being impatient we spoil Cod's work. 

Fourthly, we must have the Idea of 
the reward before us. Not In the way 
of material realities, but in the fact 
that the ends leads us Into Ills pres- 
ence, and that Is a sufficient rewnrd. 

At 7.30 last evening the second meet- 
ing was held, during which the fin- 
ancial conditions und prospects for the 
year were brought forth. 

W. V f Almond, Med. '19, nssistnnt 
treasurer, K. P. Isolalnos, Arts '18, E. 
A. Corbett, secretaries, in short ad- 
dressees, presented to the conference 
tthe finances of the Institution, which 
are in a healthy condition. 

To-day M. G. Brooks. '08. foreign 
representative of the McGill Y. M. C. 
A. in Ceylon, who has spent the last 
five years on the Island, and now 
has the whole of It under him. will 
lead the meeting — commencing at 4.30. 

It is hoped a large number of stu- 
dents will take advantage of the op.

This is a mis- 
taken attitude and one that should not be allowed to remain un- 
corrected. Every student is a member of the Union and should take 
it upon himself as a moral duty to make use of his membership in 
the most cosmopolitan club that the Uuiversity possesses. 

Apart altogether from the purely convivial side of the question 
there are other phases that will appeal to every member of the stu- 
dent body in one way or another. A billiard tooiu that is furnished 
with the best tables that are to be had; a lounge room with spacious 
chairs and couches; a reading room with a full complement of cur- 
rent magazines, newspapers and periodicals, and a grill and dining 
room that is not surpassed in the city, all these should surely offer 
inducements to every student. 

Particular attention is called to this last feature iu view of the 
new. improved and efficient catering service that is in operation 
this year. The service last year was found fault with by some but 
even the most fastidious will have no complaint to offer this season. 
I The meals that are provided are the very best which can be had Ht 
j the price ami the service will be above the ordinary. Why not eat 
at the Union? It is convenient to the University and the billiard, 
I lounge and reading rooms give ample opportunity for the spending 
I of a few hours of pleasant recreation after the meal. 

By extending your patronage to the Union dining room you 
will not only satisfy the 'inner man,' but more than that you will be 
fulfilling your moral duty to 'your' club, and helping The Union 
attain the objective which prompted its constitution. 

TO THE FRESHMAN 

Yon .ire probably just getting nicely settled now after the rush 
of registration, seeking rooms and boarding house, and have t.n 
opportunity to take a survey of your new surroundings at the Uni- 
versity. Possibly h few words from those who have been here be- 
fore you may not be amiss. 

It is a new community you have bound yourself to live in for 
the next six months, a community dealing with life at an angle from 
which in all probability you have not yet viewed it, Adopt your 
anglp of vision to coincide with that of those with whom you are in 
daily contact; wo do not mean that you are to be subservient, but 
rather that you are to be unobtrusive. You do not know the mem- 
bers of this new society and the vast majority never heard of you. 
Be careful in your choice of confidents; the man you are chumming 
with to-day may be the man you will not wish to recognize as a 
friend a year or two hence. Let the others be the 'hail-fellow-well- 
met' chaps and you be the one to sit back and take a calm survey 
of the situation; but do not draw yourself into a shell and peer forth 
only at rare intervals and in a manner that precludes any desire for 
companionship. 

The making of your University reputation to a great extent 
depends upon your first few weeks within its walls. You will not 
be admired for your brilliancy so much as for your strong character. 
If you can be depended upon it will Boon be known and men will 
come to depend upon you. Be a sport, not the blase, dyed-in-the 
wool man-about-town species but the kind who can 'take the gifts 
1hat the gods provide" with unruffled mein.

THE TAIL OF A COMET. 

j The tull of h eumet la not formed of 
I the same partlcloa which composed 
It yesterday or even an hour or a mo- 
ment ago. It ia constantly being re- 
newed at the expense of the nucleus. 
Ah the long stream of black smoke 
from the neighboring factory or mill 
la being continually renewed by fresh 
particles of carbon released by the 
combustion going on In the furnace be- 
low, so Is the wonderful luminous 
train of come'.^ry bodies being con- 
stantly replenished by particles fly- 
ing from or rcther driven from the 
nucleus by the Intense heat of the 
sun. Then again. how» infinitely small 
and how intensely luminous must these 
particles that go to make up the tail 
of a comet be! This thought is sug- 
gested by the fact that it has been 
proved that in some cases the nucleus 
of comets which are only a few hun- 
dred miles iu diameter will have enor- 
mous funiike tails stretching across 
space for a distance exceeding 200.000,- 
000 miles and having a bulk exceed- 
ing that of the sun by more than 10,- 
000 times! Professor E. E. Barnarfi 
beautifully Illustrates the formation of 
a comet's tail by "supposing" thus: 
"Suppose, for example, that the nu- 
cleus of a comet is composed of ice. 
Then suppose the heat of the sun to 
be so intense as to rapidly melt that 
portion of the ice globe exposed to 
the action of its rays, which are 
strong enough to immediately convert 
it into vapor, which ascends toward 
the sun. Imagine now a fierce wind 
blowing out from the sun. causing the 
vapor which meets it to be whirled 
out into space behind the comet. This 
will clearly illustrate the theory of 
file formation of a comet's tail, only 
that the nucleus of the comet is not 
ice, and the vapor is not water va- 
por, neither is the force which drives 
it away from the sun a fierce wind." 
The unknown force hinted at by the 
astronomer above quoted readily ex- 
plains why a comet's tail as a rule 
points in an opposite direction to the 
sun. The Russian astronomer Bre- 
dlechen distinguishes three different 
types of cometary tails— those com- 
posed of purticles having the specific 
gravity of hydro-carbon gas, and a 
third class having all the peculiarities 
of an equal mixture of hydrogen and 
iron vapor.

NAPOLEON'S MAGNETISM. 

A clergyman relates In the Specta- 
tor that while working ln London in 
1887 as a curate to the Rev. Canon 
Fleming he was called ln his vicar's 
absence to administer a religious ser- 
vice in Eaton Square to Admiral Eden, 
an aged retired officer of the Royal 
Navy. After the service was over 
the admiral took the clergyman's hand 
and said: 

"Shake hands with me, young man. 
There are not many alive who can say 
what 1 can say. You are talking with 
a man who has talked with Nupoleon 
the Great." 

"Sir," said the curate, "that is his- 
tory. May 1 hear more?" 

The old admiral then said he was 
once returning with the fleet from the 
West Indies, and touched at St. Hel- 
ena. His admiral said; "I am going up 
to Longwood to pay my respects to 
Napoleon, and the senior midshipman 
comes with me." 

"1 was the senior midshipman," con- 
tinued Admiral Eden, "and so 1 went. 
We waited for Napoleon in an outer 
room, and you must Imagine how 
eagerly I expected his entrance. The 
door whs thrown open ut last, and In 
he came. He was sh,ort and fat, and 
nothing very attractive but for his 
eye. My word, sir, 1 had never seen 
anything like it. 

"After speaking to the admiral, he 
turned to me, and then I understood 
for the first time In my life what was 
the meaning of the phrase, "A born 
ruler of men" I had been taught to 
hnte the French as 1 hated the devil, 
but when Napoleon looked at me there 
was such power and majesty in his 
look that if he had bade me He down 
that he might walk over mo, 1 would 
have done it at once, Englishman al- 
though I was. The look on Napoleon's 
face was the revelation of his power. 
He was born to command." 

Midshipman Eden was not the only 
Englishman "taught to hate the 
French." who came under the spell of 
Napoleon's magnetism. Two British 
naval offlvers, Hotham and Sen- 
house, were deeply Impressed. 

"The admiral and myself," writes 
Senhouse, "hsve both discovered that 
our Inve8teracy has oosed out like the 
courage of Acres In 'The Rivals.' " 

Lord Keith's tribute was even more 
emphatic. "Confound the fellow!" he 
said, "If he had obtained an Interview 
with his royal highness (the Prince 
Regent), In half an hour they would 
have been the best of friends In Eng- 
land." 

The crew of the Bellerophnn de- 
clared of their country's enemy: "Well 
they may abuse that man aa much as 
they please, but If the people of Eng- 
land knew him ns well as we do, they 
would not touch a hair of his head." 

The crew of the Northumberland 
were of similar mind, Raying: "He Is 
a fine fellow, who does not deserve 
his fate."

The Hon. A. L. Slfton, Premier of 
Alberta, who has been visiting Eng- 
land with his wife and family, is au- 
thority for the statement that two 
Alberta hoys were the pioneers from 
Canada In Joining the impérial Dying 
service. They are the late Lt. Jack 
Turner- Bone, a McGUI graduate, and 
Et. Spencer Kerby, both of Calgary. 
"And," remarked the Premier, "what 
a peculiar fascination attaches to the 
breaking of new ground In any field." 
Within a week or two after these 
young Alhertans had come forward, 
Canadian recruits for the flying ser- 
vice had become quite an old story. 
But they made quite a name for them- 
selves, and the story, as told by Pre- 
mier Slfton to a representative of the 
Canadian Gazette, Is interesting, The 
Interview took place In the Alberta 
Government's offices, the windows of

One day he wrote , a letter to a 
friend, who. after much pondering and 
squinting, managed to decipher two 
or three words, which made him 
think that his correspondent must be 
Janln. He Immediately started for 
the writer's home at Passy. 

"Ah, here you are!" exclaimed Jan- 
ln Joyfully, as he welcomed him. "You 
have read my letter?" 

"Not at all,' replied his friend, with 
a smile. "1 have received lt, and I've 
brought It for you to read to me." 

"Well," said Janln doubtfully. "I'll 
try." 

A writer in the London "Globe" 
i -Marges It to the perversity of human 
nature that people who ought to do 
one thing do another. Men who write 
a legible hand (no one can accomplish 
more than that now), will use a type- 
writer, and others who ought never to 
be trusted with a pen order them by 
the gross and take the discount. Rud- 
yard Kipling writes u neat, delicate 
hand, and Conan Doyle's is as plain as 
the proverbial pikestaff, but both use 
machines. It would have saved a deal 
of misery and helped to perpetuate a 
useful art if other writers of eminence 
could have been prevailed upon to 
"type." Unfortunately, the typewriter 
was too belated an Invention to af- 
fect many of the best bad writers. 
Carlyle would not have struggled with 
a keyboard, but It would have prevent- 
ed that miserable compositor fleeing 
from Edinburgh to London out of his 
way if he had. Carlyle's, however, 
was copper-plate to others that could 
be mentioned. Hugo's manuscripts, we 
ure told, presented the appearance of 
a sort of battlefield on paper, in which 
the killed words were well stamped 
out and the new recruits pushed for- 
ward In anything but good order. Na- 
poleon was unique In everything, even 
in his handwriting, tils letters from 
Germany to Josephine were at first 
taken for maps of the seat of war. and 
his signature was an Indistinguish- 
able, hieroglyphic. Byron and Denn 
Stanley wrote atrocious "fists." and it 
is said that Sydney Smiths' was no 
better, although he used to chaff Jer- 
frey badly. He used to say that he 
read Jeffrey from left to right, and his 
wife from right to left, but neither 
could make out a syllable. Jules Jan 
In would rather re-write than attempt 
to reafd over again what he had writ- 
ten, and Montaigne could never read 
what he had written. The acute think- 
er mended matters by employing a 
secretary — whose writing was absolute, 
ly undecipherable. Balxac was as big 
a sinner, and Dickens' microscopic 
characters, written on blue paper with 
blue Ink, appalled many seasoned com- 
positors. A terrible hand had Henry 
Ward Beecher; his daugher once de- 
clared that she had three guiding rules 
In copying lt— If a letter was dotted, It 
was not an "I." and If It was crossed 
It was not a "t," and a word with a 
capital letter did not begin a sentence. 

Macready, the great English trage- 
dian, once wrote a pass for a friend, 
who left the ticket accidentally In a 
drug store. The druggist, taking It for 
a prescrlpttlon, scanned the mysteri- 
ous scrawl, and from it contrived a 
cough medicine "to be taken three 
times a day."

At the outbreak of the war 
he gave half a million dollars to the 
Government for patriotic purposes, and 
placed himself and his yacht at the 
disposal of the authorities. For two 
years he has been on patrol off the 
Nova Scotia coast. Mr. Ross is an en- 
thusiastic sportsman, was a famous 
footballer in his day, and is now a 
yachtsman and a fisherman of inter- 
national renown.

IMPROVED WORK RESULTS. 

Student* Get Fine Grasp of Sub- 
jects by the new scheme, 
of work. 



"It's ft cinch! You have quite a bit 
of work In the day time, but there is 
no studying at night, and after five 
o'clock you can do as you please." 

Such was the description of survey 
■choei Ufa vouchsafed to an Innocent 
and confiding member of Science '19, 
by an older and presumably wiser un- 
dergraduate at the beginning of last 
month. To-day that disillusioned so- 
phomore Is looking for hiB erstwhile 
•friend," and when hs finds him. he 
Intend* to swat his respected senior 
with the largest and heaviest piece of 
unattached furniture In the immedi- 
ate vicinity. 

Shortly before the dute set for the 
commencement of survey schools this 
fall It was announced that a change had 
been made In the original programme, 
and that both the second and third 
jear'echools would be held at Ste. 
Anne de Bellevue. In previous years 
the ate— a year men have lived in 
Montreal, and reported each morning 
either at the camp on Westmount Hill 
or at the Campus according to the 
wofk they happened to be engaged In. 
Thljt system resulted In waste of time 
and a lack of control of the work de. 
triraental to the beat efficiency of the 
school. This year's camp was there- 
fore In the nature of an experiment as 
regards the second year work, and 
both the amount of work covered and 
the increased thoroughness. with which 
It appeara to have been grasped by 
students In attendance compare favor- 
ably with the standards of previous 
year*, and fully Justify the departure 
from established precedent. 

The camp was pitched on the ground 
occupied by the Third Year camp a 
year ago — a narrow atrip of turf be- 
tween the Ottawa River and the Ste. 
Anne Road, shaded by large trees and 
In easy reach of the Macdonald College 
building*. The same arrangements 
for board were made as In the previous 
seslion — two meals at Macdonald and 
one at a local hotel. The manage- 
me t of the latter institution seemed 
to ihour under the strange delusion 
tha all member* of the party possess- 
ed n insatiable appetite for cold soup, 
stew and corn, and these three old 
frisjhds greeted the weary students 
nig t after night. The Macdonald au- 
tho ties on the other hand had formed 
a t tter estimate of McOlll appetites 
tha they possessed last session, and 
nor* of those attending the camp had 
an) hing but praise for the meats ob- 
tati -U at the college. 

E rly in the month the members of 
botl years realised that they were due 
for hard work, and plenty of it. The 
Thtfd Year men proceeded to tow 
H.*.C.S. "Bunty" up stream, and 
tacl led the mysteries of current mea- 
sur ments, while the sophomores were 
init Med Into the gentle arts of chain- 
ing and levelling. As time went on 
the note* began to accumulate and 
tow irds the end of the period it is 
repi rted that some parties worked into 
the "wee sma' hours" in the effort to 
ovei take the rapidly growing pile of 
not< s waiting to be transcribed. 

T iroughout the camp, work was the 
pre< omlnant feature, but there was al- 
so I efficient time for the athletic side 
of camp life. A spring hoard waa 
mounted on the diving platform, and 
after a failure or two a plank was 
found which was strong enough to 
stand the strain. In the Sports Day, 
held on September 2Srd. the Second 
Year men succeeded in defeating the 
Junlois, though In view of their rela- 
tive number* the Third Year put up a 
game fight. Beach, Scott and Walsh 
made the bulk of the points scored 
for their respective years. 

Owing to the absence of Mr. Kelly, 
who ha* obtained a commission In an 
oversea* unit, the camp was In charge 
of F. J. Cronk, Sci.

Big drop in registration this year 
due to enlistments. 



No further returns were to be had 
ut the Registrar's Office yesterday, al- 
though several new men have regis- 
tered In all faculties. There were not 
enough of them to make very much 
difference in the returns published yes- 
terday. Figures show that the to- 
tals in Arts are 288, divided as fol- 
lows:

Second Year 71 

Third Year -'8 

Fourth Year 87 

The total registration in last year's 
session was 415, of which 123 were 
R. V. C. girls. Rumor has it that the 
R. V. C. registration this year Is very 
large, so much so In fact, that some 
difficulty is being had to accommodate 
the reiki eut s at the Royal Victoria 
College. Though no figures as to the 
number, of women students are to be 
had. It Is probable that there will he 
In attendance, this year at lea,st 130. 
This would leave about 156 men stu- 
dents In the four years, as against 292 
in the session of 1916-lfi. 

In Applied Science, the drop Is about 
proportional to that of the men stu- 
dents of Arts. From an attendance 
last year of 327 it has dropped to the 
low level of 182, by the latest returns 
obtained from the Engineering Build- 
ing yesterday afternoon. The greatest 
loss was suffered by the present Sec- 
ond Year, no less than 60 not having 
returned so far this year. The Science 
lists by years and comparison with 
last year follow.
